Human Tree Dwellers. 


In tlie luirriur of Malaya live about 


8,000 people, the remnant of au old tree 
dwelling race called the SakaL They 
dwell to little thatched uuts built In 
trees at the height of frum eight to 
twenty feet.

Sakais bave left tbeir forest bomes to 
live In huts on tbe ground level on the 
outskirts of tbe Malay towns. But un- 
der British rule tbe remnant of tbe 
tribe seems fairly likely to survive and 
to keep Its arboreal nablts for years to 
come.

URGES EDUCATION OF YOUTH. 


In his address Professor Clifford 
said : 


"Tbe 
matter of conservation of 
natural resources is being more seri- 
ously considered at the present time 
than at any other period in the his- 
tory of the country. 
"Tin attempt of the trusts to con- 
trol the forest lands of the country 
has aroused public sentiment to such 
an extent that drastic measures have 
been resorted to by the government to 
protect Its timber land. 
The best 


plan to aid this movement in later 
years Is to educate the youth of today 
in the elements of the trees. 


"If the subject was taught in the 


public shools of our land more tone- 
ncial results would accrue therefrom 
than from ordinary knowledge of the 
languages and mathematics." 


WANTS BIRDS PROTECTED. 
A national movement in the inter- 
ests of bird life was suggested by Mr. 
Stone as a possible remedy of the pre- 
sent defective state laws. 
"The conservation of bird life," he 


said, "is a serious matter." The in- 
sectivorous bird is a valuable asset in 
tho country because of its destructive 
pou er. 


"There aro but two methods of deal- 


ing with the matter, legislation and 
education. The former has proved 
ineffective because of the tendency of 
the state legislators to tamper with 
the laws at every session. The im- 
mediate need of a national movement 
In the interests of the 
matter is 


realized by students of tlie subject 
and everything possible sbould lie 
floiiB to interest Congress in the mat- 
ter. ''
